B. W. Hensley, 50, of 1079 Clifton 
road, traveling representative in Flor- 
‘ida for a prominent map and atlas 
concern, fell more than nine stories to 
bis death Saturday afternoon in the | 
stairway shaft-of the Candler Building. , 

Death was almost instantaneous, | 
Mr. Hensley’s skull being crushed | 
from the impact with the marble sur- 
face of the third floor, at the bot- 
tom of the shaft. Dr. Victor E. Kea, | 
who has a suite of offices on the 
third floor, was the first to reach 
Mr. Hensley, being within six feet of 
the spot where the fall ended. 


From his widow's account of a re- 
cent severe attack of malaria con- 
tracted while in Florida;.it is believed 
that Mr, Hensley fell over the stair- 
way railing in the vicinity of the 
twelfth or thirteenth floor while suf- 
fering a fainting spell. Mrs. Hensley 
said that her husband was subject to 
dizzy or fainti spells as a result 
of his illness, and that he was barely 
ablé-to leave his bed Saturday morn- 
ing when he left for the downtown 
district. 

When informed of the tragedy by 
Van Smith, of the Robert Thompson 
’ realty firm, Mrs. Hensley was pros- 
trated in spite of his effort to break 
the news gently with the Anformation 
that he had been injured in a fall. 
SheGtold Mr. Smith that she did not 
even know he was going to the Can- 
dier building, although she knew that 
he was down town.

Convicted on Christmas Eve, 1924, 
Hight was sentenced to serve life and 
Mrs. Sweetin 35 years. But Mrs. 
Sweetin continued her fight for free- 
dom and won ainew trial from the 
supreme Court on the ground > that 
she should have been tried sepa 
rately. | 
Hight was brought. here - last. Sun- 
day as a staté’s. witness, but instead 
helped Mrs. Sweetin in her defense.

Incredulous Over Verdict. 


State’s Attorney Joe Frank Allen 
was incredulous over the verdict, but 
announced he would. not press the 
charge. of murder in the death of 
Mrs. Anna Hight, the pastor's wife, 
pending against Mrs. Sweetin, and 
Hight. 

Sweetin and Mrs. Hight died with- 
in two months of each other, under 
similar circumstances, Gossip over 


their deaths and the friendship of 
Hight and Mrs. Sweetin led to their 
arrest. Hight confessed and then in- 
duced Mrs. Sweetin to share in his 
confessions. Only: one of four con- 
fessions attributed to her got into the 
record of the second trial. That’ was 
one alleged to have been made to C. 
C, Sweetin, her father-in-law. .

Ogden, Utah, September 24.--(P)-— 
| Permanent organization of the “Al 
Smith for President association of the 
Rocky mountain and Pacific coast 
states” and adoption of a resolution 


‘calling for a just tariff were the clos- 
ling acts of the western states demo- 
‘eratie conference here today. 

Just before adjournment, the dele- 
gates heard:an impassioned plea by 
Joseph Maloney, of Cheyenne, Wyo., 
for support of the New York governor 
for the presidential nomination and 
unity of democratic forces throughout 
the country. Maloney declared Gov- 
ernor Smith was the only man in the 
party who would appeal to the inde- 
pendent voter and rally the support of 
the thinkers of the party. 

Dry Issue Called Settled. 

Prohibition, Maloney said, was gn 
issue that has been settle’, and if not 
| settled, he placed responsiblity for its 

enforcement upon~- the drys, who 
| “should elect sheriffs and judges who 
| would enforce the law.” 

The tariff resolution drafted by 
John M. Moyle, Utah national com- 
mitteeman, was unanimously adopted 
without discusion after its favorable 
recommendation by a special commit- 
tee, It pledged the support of the or- 

anization to “policies and candidates 

st calculated to promote equal and 
exact justice to all and special privi- 
leges to none,” and charged that the 
republican form of tariff now in ef- 
fect protects the manufacturer, while 
the products of the west must —— 
with the world through the loop hole 
of a compensatory tariff. 

Fred W. Johnson, of Wyoming, read 
na number of telegrams and letters from 
democrats to whom invitations to at- 
tend the conféerece had been sent, 
which declared there was. unquestion- 
ed sentiment favorable to Governor 
Smith’s candidacy in New Mexico, Ne- 
vada and Washington: States repre- 
sented at the closing conference were 
California, : South -Dakota, Oregon, 
Idaho, Montana, Colorado, Arizona, 
Wyoming and Utah. 

Conference Adjourns. 

The conference adjourned, subject 
to call of the chairman, with invita- 
tions to meet again either in Butte, 
Mont., or Denver, Colo 

A resolution indorsing the nomina- 
tion 6f Governor Smith was adopted 
at yesterday's session in the face of 
opposition led by the Utah delegation. 

nvitations for the Ogden conference 
were issned by Fred W. Johnson, 
prominent Wyoming democrat, and 
Joseph Chez, Ogden lawyer and for- 
mer state senator. The invitation list- 
ed as stbjects of thé meeting to be 
discussed : 
| The present two-thirds rule prevail- 
ing in the democratic national com- 
mittee; who is the most available pres- 
idential candidate; the need of a united 
intermountain democracy; more rec- 
ognition of western industries in our 
tariff legislation and such other ques- 
tions as may arise for the best. inter- 
ests and welfare of our national party. 

Of these, the conference failed to act 
on the proposal concerning the two- 
thirds rule. This measure got ‘no 
further than the committee room of the 
committee on the order of business. 
which promptly killed it. Members of 
the committee said the measure was 
a matter for the national organization 
to handle.

125 ARE INDICTED 
AFTER RUM RAIDS 
IN FOUR STATES 


“Al Smith for President Authorities Believe Great 
Association” Is Formed.| Liquor Ring in~ Middle 
Just Tariff Is Urged at | 


West Has Been Broken 
Up; 99 Persons Affected. 


Indianapolis, September 24.—(4)— 
With indictments of 99 persons ip 
Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky. and Mis- 
souri, today federal authorities ex- 
pressed the belief they had broken up 
one of the largest — rings in the 
middle west. 

The federal grand jury returned the 
indictments along with several others, 
which boosted the number of true bills 
to npproximately 125.. Names of many 
of the indited persons were withheld 
pending their arrest. 

Seventy-one persons Were indicted 
as a result of the gigantic raid the 
federal liquor agents made on South 
Bend, Ind., several weeks ago. Most of 
the persons named in the South Bend 
eases are foreigners or of foreign ex- 


traction. 
f Arrests Are Made. 


Among those said to be under ar- 
rest in connection with the liquor 
ring operating in Indiana and _ sur- 
rounding states are John Vallortigara, 


of Chicago, and Sam Camazzola, of 
Calumet. City. Vallortigara was said 
to be wealthy. He was supposed to be 
the man from whom the rum runners 
bought. the liquor. 

Prohibition agents said approxi- 
mately 1,500 gallons of whisky, gin 
and alcohol were brought into Indian- 
apolis every week by members of the 
organization. Some of the leaders in 
the alleged. conspiraey formerly were 
connectel with the widely-known 
Urban Polk gang, which operated 
through the same territory some time 
ago. 

“The defendants will be arraigned 
here October 21. The South Bend de- 
fendants will a arraigned at South 
Bend September 27. 


Negro Politician Indicted. 


Among those indicted in the con- 
spiration disclosed by. several weeks’ 
investigation by Louis Weems, pro- 
hibition agent, is. Harry Lee, negro 
politician. Tony Ferracane, who lives 
here, and said to head the conspiracy, 
has not been arrested. 

The conspiracy .was named after 
Ferracane as a result of a liquor ring 
which originally centered around him 
and gradually spread its operations 
until it reached from Chicago to St. 
Louis, embracing Indianapolis and 
Louisville, Weems said. Accordifg to 
the investigator, many thousands of 
gallons of liquop: have been hauled be- 
tween the cities in recent months. 

Thirteen defendants in the Indian- 
apolis division all pleaded guilty when 
arraigned before Judge Baltzell. They 
were named in indictments regurned 
last Friday and all were sentenced. 
the terms ranging from 45 days to 
two years,

Am 
gO | Weary of traveling and want a 
home of my own with a lovely 
queen enthroned, not only in this 
poor lonely and empty. heart of 
mine, but over all supreme. Do 
you still own your beautiful 
home in Birmingham where you 
used to be so happy? You make 
your home with your married 
daughter at the present time but 
how do you proyide for yourself? 
Your first letter has interested 
me and promoted my compas- 
sion and I am in turn interested 
in you and all about you. Your 
good letter reached me at a for- 
tunate time indeed—if you will 
have it so. I have to make a 
trip on church and business af- 
fairs. Am planning to leave here 
Sunday afternoon July 17 and be 
in’ Washington Monday afternoon 
and night and a portion of next 
day—Tuesday the 19.

SECOND LETTER. 


In the second letter, written from 
Herndon, West Va., Jordan told his 
“dearest Emma” that “he had had 
an awful time,’’ recently. 

“Some days after seeing you I was 
set upon by bandits and robbed of 
$137, beaten into unconsciousness. and 
left for dead,’ he wrote, declaring 
he was going to Roanoke. Va. “to 
recuperate.” The letter follows: 

Herndon, West’ Va. 
Aug. 8, 27 
My Dearest Emma: 


I am so glad to have your note. 
It is the only word I have had 
from you since I saw you that 
day.* If. you wrote me, the let- 
ter was lost, at least, it never 
reached me in my wanderings. I 
thought you had changed your 
mind and had cast me off. 

Dearest Emma, I bave-had an 
awful time. Some days after 
seeing you I was set upon by 
bandits, robbed of $137.00, beaten 
into unconsciousness and left for 
dead. Some mien found me, has- 
tened me to a hospital. I just 
got here from there last Monday, 
a week ago today. uring my 
wanderings the, church here en- 
gaged another man and he began 
yesterday. I had told them I 
would probably not be their’ pas- 
tor any longer; so they were (or 
felt) at, liberty to engage an- 
other. The coal fields do not suit 
me at all. I am _ unfitted for 
preaching for a time, because of 
my injuries and cannot stay here 
where my stecessor is at work. 
That would not be proper. So I 
am -going to Roanoke, Virginia,

write me a dear, good, sweet. let- 
ter ahd address it to me there.

Rev. W. T. Jordon, recently pastor 
of a Columbus, Ga., church, must 
stand trial for bigamy at Charlotte, 
N. C.,.it was definitely assured Sate 
urday, and when he does so, four 
burning love letters sent to the last 
woman -to call herself Mrs. Jordon; 
will be introduced to offset the min- 
istef’s defense that he is a victim of 
amnesia. 

Authorities of Charlotte, where it 
is claimed he married Mrs. Emma 
Landridge although already a _ hus¢ 
band, decided Saturday that they 
would bear the expense of bringing 
the fugitive pastor back from Grand 
Rapids, where he has been detained 
by the police, and a deputy sheriff has 
already started for the Michigan city, 
The love’ letters were made publie 
by ‘the former Mrs. Landridge, now 
of Columbus, whose love for the minis- 
ter cooled considerably after she found 
that he had left her for parts un- 
known and.absolutely when she was 
informed that at least two other wome 
en claimed him as husband. ‘The 
notes were given out through the W. 
T. Gloer detective agency which 
traced Jordon to Grand Rapids. 

Jordon states that his real wife 
lives at Winding Gulf, W. Va. Be 
sides Mrs. Emma Landridge Jordon, 
a wife of the minister has turned up 
at Zion City, Ill, and a third has 
bobbed up at Roanoke, Va. The wife 
in Zion City gives the Dowie city dis- 
tinction in the tangled affair by add- 
ing three children to the complicated 
families of the northern Methodist 
church preacher whose matrimonial 
adventures are now being investigated 
and aired in five states. 

Arrives in Columbus. 

Recently the Rev. Jordon 
panied by Mrs. Emma Landridge Jor- 
don arrived in Columbus 
charge of the flock of a northern 
Methodist church in that city. He 
disappeared after remaining there only 
a few days and the former pastor 
was suspected of complicity in kid- 
naping Jordon. An investigation of 
the kidnaping by the Gloer agency 
revealed the other matrimonial adven- 
tures of the minister and led to his 
detention at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
after he had* been located in that city 


by the agency.

STRESEMANN URGE 


SPEEDY ARMS GUT 


Geneva, Switzerland, September 24. 
(?)—Germany—once regarded as the 
greatest military power in the world 
—jis now disarmed and calmly waits 
for her neighbors to do likewise, Dr. 
Gustav Streseman, the German for- 
eign secretary, declared tonight in a 
plea from the rostrum at the assem- 
bly of the League of Nations for the 
speeding up of preparations for an 
international conference for reduction 
of armaments, 

Hitting at former enemies in the 
gzreat war, he continued by citing an 
incident of a citizen who appeared 
among a peaceful crowd in the an- 
cient Roman forum armed to the 
‘teeth, and who, when justifying his 
arms on the ground that he feared he 
might be attacked, was asked: “Who 
gave you leave to be so afraid?’ 

“We in Germany,’ quietly remark- 
ed the reich leader, ‘“‘are often tempt- 
ed to say that to our neighbors,” 

Dr. Stresemann insisted that arma- 
ments could not and should not form 
the basis of security, arguing that 
their inevitable effect was a threat 
to other nations. Imploring the dele- 
gates of more than 50 nativns not to 


shake the faith of mankind that a 
better future will follow the dark days 
of the war, he asserted that the 
League of Nations could not endure 
unless the duty of general disarma- 
ment was discharged. 

, Dr. Stresemann, M. Paul-Boncour, 
of France; Dr. Loudon, of Holland, 
and Senator De Brouckere, socialist 
_parliamentarian, of Belgium, all spoke 
| when the disarmament plans were 
‘submitted to the assembly.

; porter for the disarmament committee, 
| which challenged the most attention. 
‘With years “of experience in the 
‘league's disarmament efforts, he sol-

“I do not say that peace now is as- 
sured,” he exclaimed. “I do not say 
that the wolves of war have ceased 
bowling in the forests. But I do we 
that under the auspices of the leagu 
‘forces are being organized which will 

| clear the forests of these wolves; that 

we have realized sume part of our 
hopes and that the number of men of 
good will in all countries is steadily 
increasing.” 

He emphasized, however, that the 
slowness of disarmament was causing 
the murmurs of the people to grow 
louder and louder, and declared that 
multitudes are determined to know 
the exact nature of the obstacles ee 
peding peace, and determined al 
prove that a man is not a primi sea 
brute destined forever to slay his 
ellows.

The big tract of land on the north 
side of Dixie lake set aside for the 
construction of the race track and a 
concrete and steel grand stand Sat- 
urday presented the appearance of a 
huge circus setting up for its per- 
formance. Horses and men were mov- 
ing around in streams, workmen were 
busy with hammer and saw and the 
entire force was working at full speed 
to complete the plant in a few weeks 
in time to provide Atlanta amusemcnt 
lovers with a series of races and ath- 
letic events for the fall season. 

Grading and structural work is be- 
ing carried on under the direction of 
Joe Steed, civil engineer, while C. 
Homer Gullatt, of Union City, owner 
of Dixie lakes, and Paul Barrett, as- 
sociate manager of the properties, are 
in charge of the detail work. - Mr. 
Gullatt is representative from Camp- 
bell county in the state legislature, 


while Paul Barrett is mayor of Union 
City, a son of Charles S. Barrett.

P, B. Staninger is president 
of the Dixie Lake Kennel club, the 
organization which will handle the 
dog events and establish a training 
ground for dogs in racing, for duck 
hunting, bird hunting and other field 
sports.

7 TO FACE MURDER 
TRIALS IN OCTOBER 


Seven defendants in murder cases, 
including three white men, will go 
on trial in Fulton superior court dur- 
ing the first week of October, ac- 
cording to announcement Saturday by 
Lewis P. Jones, calendar clerk of 
Solicitor General John A. Borkin’s 
office. With a number of murder 
cases already out of tke way and 
nearly a dozen others on the calen- 
dar for the next two weeks, only 
seven jail cases are still awaiting 
places on the docket. 

Heavy inroads have been. made by 
superior court on the list of murder 


indictments within the past few 
weeks, and the calendar for the next 
two weeks indicates even greater ac- 
tivity in premier courts in the trial 
of slaying cases. e prominent white 
case was disposed H early last week. 
when Tom Gibby was sentenced to 
from 7 to 11 years and J. C. Gar- 
rett was acquitted in their trial for 
the murder of Thomas Thwaites. 

Two white murder cases are slated 
for the week of October 3. These 
are the .trials of Earl Redwine for 
the slaying of his wife, and Ollie 
Taylor and Guy McCollum for the 
slaying of E. G. Dobbs. ‘This week's 
calendar includes the trial of R. W. 
Mulvahill for the slaying of C. W. 
Collins. 

Redwine Trial October 6. 


Earl Redwine, who is alleged to 
have shot and killed his wife on July 
2, will go on trial on October 6 before 
Judge John D. Humphries. Redwine 
is blind from the effects of an al- 
leged attempt at suicide, the shot hav- 
ing destroyed his eyesight instead of 
proving fatal. 

Taylor and McCollum are alleged 
to have fatally injured Dobbs on May 
22 with blows on the head from blunt 
instruments, Dobbs died several days 
later at Grady hospital. This case 
will be tried on October 4 _ before 
Judge Humphries. 

Other cases scheduled for trial be- 
fore Judge Humphries during the 
first week of October include the ar- 
raignment of Raymond Ragland, ne- 
gro, for the murder of I. D. Borum, 
negro, on July 10. This case will be 
tried on October 5. 

Three in Thomas’ Court. 

Murder cases before Judge E. D. 
Thomas the first week in October are 
those of Tom Jackson, negro, for the 
slaying of Cleveland Crapp, negro, 
on August 12, to be tried on October

Doctors Barred Prescrib- 
ing for Themselves—Gin 


Is Prohibited for Sacra-| 


mental Purposes.

Washington, September 24.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—New prohibition regula- 
tions, aimed at prescription tipplers, 
home brewers, home wine and cider 
makers were issued by the treasury 
tonight. 

The new rules declared it unlaw- 
ful.to make hard cider and strong 
wines, Sweet cider and fruit juices 
can be made at home without securing 
a government “permit. The product 
can be legally. consumed until it be- 
comes “hard,” but then utilizing it as 
a beverage is unlawful. 

When cider becomes hard, the reg- 
ulations point out it is advisable to 
sel] it to a vinegar manufacturer. 
Then there is no danger of becoming 
entangled with the law. 

/Gin is-taboo for sacramental use, 
under the revised regulations which 
were made public by Prohibition 
Commissioner Doran. There is 
plenty of wine in the country for sac- 
ramental purposes without using gin, 
it was pointed out. 

Prescription Changes. 


Whisky prescriptions hereafter 
must be filled within three days after 
issuance. ‘Thirty days hed been al- 
lowed for “cashing’’ prescriptions un- 
der old regulations. 

Doctors cannot perscribe for their 
own use. If they need medicinal 
liquor they must obtain a prescription 
from another physician. 

Another rule, designed to end medi- 
cine drinking by thirsty alcoholites, 
forbids physicians from writing pre- 
scriptions for more than six fluid 
ounces of any medicine in which por- 
table distilled spirits are used, 

Kffective October 1 all permits for 
handling and manbfacturing intoxi- 
cating a ciot for non-bevera pur- 
poses, musf. be renewed aineatly, No 

ermits will be issued for some time 
or the manufacture of medicinal 
whisky, as the present supply is suf- 
ficient for immediate needs of the 
country, it was said. 

Heretofore all permits continued 
in effect until revoked or surrendered. 
The new system of renewals, Dr. 
Doran said, will simplify inspection 
work and give the government a bet- 
ter check on permit holders. 

Alcohol Uncovered. 


The new regulations cover every 
phase of prohibition with the excep- 
tion of commercial alcohol. They 
banish the use of dandelions, rhubarb, 
and dried fruit, such as raisins and 

runes, by manufacturers of cider and 
ruit juices. They prohibit makers 
of cider from using sugar and other 
fermental matters in apple juice to 
increase the alcoholic content. 

Administrators are advised that 

rmits should be revoked when the 
older or his employee violates any 
nn of the Volstead act or pro- 

ibition law. 

Cereal beverages, plants, wineries, 
warehouses and even drug stores must 
have burglar-proof storage places for 
their intoxicating liquors. All storage 
places will be inspeeted regularly by 
2 Sede officer. - 

“Manufacturing plants andi dis- 
tributing houses must be opened by 
their operators for inspection by drv 
agents at any time. Production is 
allowed only in the daylight hours.

From a study of champion’s records, 
it is seen that the average age at 
whieh the title is passed to another 
man is 33 years. Tunney is now 29, 
and, if he lives up-to the law of aver- 
ages, will be champion«four more 
years, : 

List of Champions. 

A survey.of the records of heary- 
weight champions from 1880 to the 
present date reveals the following ages 
at which théy, were succeeded by other 
men: 

John T.. Sullivan,’ champion from 
1880 to 1892, aged 34: James J. Cor- 
bett, champion from 1892 to 1807) 31; 
Robert Fitzsimmons. champion from 
1897 to 1899, 37: James J. Jeffries, 
champion from 1899 to 1906, 31; 
Tommy Burns, champion from 1906 to 
1908, 27: Jack Johnson, champion 
from 1908 te 1915, 37; Jess Willard, 
champion. from 1915 to 1919, 56: Jack 
Dempsey, champion from 1919 to 
1927, 32. 

Tommy Burns, however, is not to be 
seriously considered in this average of 
ages business. as the crown was his 
as a gift and he lost it because he 
was not real championship material. 
so that if the men who made them- 
selves champion by virtue of their 
ability are alone considered, the age 
averhge goes a trifle higher than 33 
and one-eighth. 

Another angle to this age business 
is the fact that nearly all of the has- 
been champions have gone down bhe- 
fore the fiery onslaught of younger 
men. As witness: Sullivan was eight 
years older than Corbett when the lat- 
ter knocked him out, though Corbett 
afterward lost to Fitzsimmons, his el- 
der by four years. - Fitzsimmons lost 
to Jeffries. a man 13 years his junior. 
and Jeffries retired in ] giving 
the crown to Burns. Burns was three 
years younger than Johnson when the 
negro won the championship from 
him, but Jehnson fell before Willard, 
who was five years younger than the 
black champion. Willard, in turn, 
lost the crown to a vounger Dempsey, 
who was 12 vears his junior, Then 
the» Manassa Mauler lost to Tunney, 
three years. 

33 Danger L.irte. 

It is apparent from this survey that 
33 is the danger line for champions in 
boxing. an eage when. champions in 
the intellectual field are just coming 
into their own.. The fighter seems to 
lose the vital spark that drove him 
to vicfory just as the nran of brains 
begins to fully develop the divine in- 
sfiration of genius. 

So, it would seem that. Champion 
“Gene” is good for several yearg more, 
but. then, thiss fichting game is made 
up of a “ot. of big “ifs.” and cham- 
pions sometimes rise from the masses 
overnight. .

New Georgia Realty Laws 
Discussed by J. B. Everett 


BY J. B. EVERETT, 


Georgia Real Estate Commissioner. 

The act of the general assembly of 
Georgia, approved Angust 14, 19235, 
ereating the Georgia real‘ estate com- 
mission and providing for the licensing 
and regulating of real estate. brokers 
and real estate salesmen im certain 
counties in Georgia, was amended at 
the reeent session of the legislature by 
providing: . ; 

That the term “real estate broker” 
in addition to the persons set’ forth 
in section 2 of the original act, shall 
include the following: Any person, 
firm or corporation advertising, 
through signs, newspapers or other- 
wise, as operating or conducting a 
real estate office or real estate busi- 
ness. Provided, however, this’ pro- 
vision shall not be construed to in- 
clude the sale or sub-division into 
lots by the bona- fide fee.simple holder 
of any tract or parcel of land. 

That the term “real estate sales- 
mén” in addition to the persons set 
forth in section 2 of the original 
shall include any person, other than 
bookkeepers and stenographers, cm- 
ployed by. any real estate broker, AS 
the term “real estate broker” is de- 
fined by said original act or by this 
amendment. 


That paragraph 2 of section 10 of 
said original act is hereby repealed, 
and in lieu thereof the following para- 
graph is enacted: For a salesman’s 


license, the annual fee shall be $5. 
All applications Tor license ‘shall be 
accompanied by the license fee herein 
provided. ~All licenses shall expire 
upon the 31st day of December of 
each year. 

That*«the fees required of brokers 
and salesmen under, this act shall be 
the full ‘annual fee for all licenses 
applied for by or before June 30 of 
any calendar year: and one-half the 
annual fee for all licenses applied for 
between July 1 and December 51 of 
any calendar vear, Provided this see- 
tion shall not be construed to prevent 
municipalities from assessing licens 
fees. 

That section 18 of said original act 
shall be applicable to this :.mendment, 
and all persons who constitute real 
estate browers or real estate sales- 
men, as defined by this amendment, 
and who fail to obtain the license re- 
quired, and all persons who violate 
any other provisions of this’ amend- 
ment, shall be guilty of a-misdemeanor 
and shall be — as provided in 
said section

If you ‘pass the hat’ in any general 
civic enterprise and leave us out we 
are going to feel like we are not 
wanted.”’ 

It was a rather startling declara- 
tion that P. S. Arkwright, president 
of the Georgia Power Company, 
made when he thus invited all of the 
460 communities to which his com- 
pany furnishes electric light and 
power service to ‘‘pass the hat.’ 

“He's very sincere or else plum 
crazy,” was the opinion which ran 
over Georgia’ like wildfire. ‘This 
stuff about ‘A Citizen Wherever We 
Serve’ is all right, but how 
going to work out?’

Pretty  seon Mr. Arkwright 
launched a. vigorous campaign to 
attract new industries to territory 
served by his company. In every 
community where any worthy civic 
enterprise was started he and his 
representatives took the most ac- 
tive part.

Thus Mr. ArkwWright in a_ public 
address started the slogan which 
won popular fancy because it was 
backed up with performance. 

Maker of Slogans. 

I’nconsciously, he seems to be a 
maker of slogans, as indicated in 
an address before the Rotary club 
of Atlanta in which he said: “The 
safest place on Atlanta's stroets 
is in Atlanta’s street cars.” Every 
street car rider in Atlanta now 
knows the rest of the sentence 
when you merely mention, “the 
eafest place....” : 

"It's great to be a Georgian!” h> 
once remarked-in an address. “It's 
Great to be a Georgian!” is now a 
phrase whichis the pride of every 
native son and likewise of the sons 
of Georgia hy adoption. 

“That's ths brightest. spot In 
town.” he once remarked to a group 
of friends one night in passing one 
ef the company’s stores located in 
a small community. Now every 
district store of the company is 
recognized as “the brightest spot in 
town.”

“I think that utility men as a 
whole have only themselves to 
blame for the attitude that they are 
not a part of the community they 
happen to serve. We have been 
rather inclined to treat ourselves as 
foreigners. Naturally, our primary 
business ig the gas,” electric light, 
power or street railway business. 
We cannot let anything else occupy 
our time to such an extent as to 
neglect it. 
’ “Most of our utility companies in 
the South are foreign owned. Most 
of us engaged in the management 
of the companies come from out- 
side of the territory. So we start 
out unidentified, and we will always 
be considered ‘foreigners’ unless 
we prove that we are as much in- 


- terested individually as anyone élse

Utility men in the past. Mr. Ark- 
wright pointed out, have not taken 
much part in the civic enterprises 
of the cities they serve.

“There is particularly no reason 
why a utility man should do this,” 
said Mr. Arkwright. “In most of 
the towns of the South the public 
utility is about the oldest citizen 
there and has been in businéss ¢on- 
tinuously longer than. any merchant 
in the town. And we really are 
more interested in the community 
than anybody. We have our duty to 
take part in community affairs. It 
has been our policy for the com- 
pany and the individuals who com- 
| Pose it to take part in all worthy 
civic enterprises for the upbuilding 
of the community.” 


Aids Community Projects. 

It might: be recalled here that Mr. 
Arkwright has practiced as well as 
preached this doctrine. In 1916 he 
was president of the Emory Uni- 
| versity Founders’ Club. It set out 
Ito raise $500,000 for*the college and 
,did not stop until $770,951.62 had 
'heen raised. 

“The company,” continued Mr. 
‘Arkwright, “wants to be identified 
with the community in the thoughts 
of the people. No company can pos- 
sibly hope to establish such a posi- 
tion if it always answers that it 
cannot legally help in any civie en- 
terprise. All other business con- 
cerns help; why should not the 
public utility help? 

“The individuals connected with 
‘the eompany have been enrour- 
aged to give their time and t*lents 
to the upbulilding of the com-uni- 
ty. They have not done this for

alone. That would be taking en-

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AUTOENGINEERS CREATE 
RAGING GALES FOR TEST 


— 


Raging windstorms that speed from 
60 to 275 miles per hour and for 
sheer force and velocity surpass na- 
ture’s most destructive cyclonic ram- 
pages are created in the automotive 
and airplane industries to test the 
relative cooling effect of air rushing 
through various types of radiators 
and motors, the probable action of 
airplanes in flight and other engi- 
neering problems of both industries. 

Driven by powerful ventilating fans, 
similar to those used for forging air 
through mines and underground tun- 
nels, any gale or velocity desired may 
be obtained by the simple turn of a 
switch, the engineers explained. ‘The 
radiator divisions of almost all the big 
manufacturers ‘are applying these air 
tests to models which will be brought 
out from one to three years later, 
it was stated, The rush of air through 
the radiator shells has the same ef- 
fect as though an automobile were 
actually speeding from 5 to 75 miles 
per hour and tests are made at all 
speeds to determine any variation in 
results. The big fans also serve to 
carry away the metal dusts and shav- 
ings resulting from grinding, buffing 
and polishing operations, which for- 
merly were an economic loss and dan- 
gerous to the health of workmen. 

Mechanically controlled air has 
plaved a big part in the development 
of the airplane, according to officers 
of the army air service at McCook 
field, near Dayton, Ohio. In _ the 
army’s experimental laboratories at 
this air field, a wind tunnel, 96 feet 
long, 12 feet in diameter at the larg- 
est point and 5 feet at the throat, has 
been constructed and is the most high- 
ly powered in existence.

Such 
a small difficulty, apparently so sim- 
ple to remedy, may require the com- 
plete alteration of the fuselage and 
affect the balance of the airplane. The 
Curtiss company recently installed a 
big fan capable of blowing 31,000 cu- 
bic feet of air per minute which is 
heing used to approximate actual fly- 
ing conditions in motor tests. 

One automobile company, which is 
the only manufacturer in the field 
using the air-cooled motor. employs a 
motor fan with a capacity for pumping 
3,500 cubic feet of air per minute. This 
fan blows cold air into the motor.

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| John Ball’s History Is Replete 
. With Interesting Subjects 


>? 


The following interesting and w 
Written sketch of John Bail, revolu- 
tionary soldier, by Victor Davidson, 
of Irwinton, Ga., contains qnite a 
bit of history of that part of Georgia, 
and no doubt will be read -vith inter- 
est by the D. A. R. from other sec- 
tions of the state. The John Ball 
chapter, D. A. R., is named for this 

Mant revolutionary patriot. Mr. 

vidson, author of this sketch, is a 
well-known historian, and has render- 
ed valuable service to the John Ball 
chapter in compiling much historical 
_ @ata. The article follows: 
“Senator John Ball, in 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, of Irwinton, was named, accord- 

Ging to family traditions, was born 
* Wear Fredericksburg, Va., date wun- 
known, but presumably about 1740, 
and according to these ‘amily tradi- 
tions was closely connected with the 
famous Ball family of which Martha 
Washington was a member. John 
Ball removed to Camden district. 
South Carolina, just prior to the 
American revolution, and was living 
there at the beginning of that strug- 
; gle. We find on pay 25 of Knight’s 

‘Roster of the Revolution,” where 
he is certified as having served in 
the revolution, by Colonel Samuel 
gack, who states further that Ball 
was of Camden district, South Caro- 
lina, and that he served in a Geor- 

ja regiment. Page 404 of the same 

k gives the roster of the regiment 
of Colonel John Stewart, in which 
John Ball served as a private. On 

age 397 we find him receiving a 

unty warrant as a veteran of the 
revolution, bearing date of 1784. He 
evidently moved first to Warren ccun- 
ty, Georgia, about the close of the 
revolution, as Mrs. J. H. Duggan, a 
descendant, gives the information that 
be is buried at Warrenton. 

“The lands lying between the 
Ogeechee and the Oconee rivers be- 
ing thrown open to the veterans of 
the revolution, we thus find him seek- 
ing a new home in the rich lands on 
the eastern banks of the Oconee. In 
the selection of his home, we see in 
him a man of extraordinary fore- 
Sight and discernment. True it was, 
there were many dangers to be en- 
countered by settling at this vcuter- 
most point of the frontier. Bear, cata- 
mount, panthers roamed the swamps 
near his home. The hostile Uchee 
tribe of Indians which claimed the 
lands just across the river might at 
any moment swoop over and massacre 
his family. Tory outlaws, who had 
fled justice at the end of the revolu- 
tion and who were to be found squat- 
ting on the Indian lands, were ancther 
danger; yet, none of these terrors 
deterred him from his purpose. He 
thus built his home where the old 
Indian trail, leading from Savannah 
direct into the Indian country, crossed 
the Oconee, and established the fa- 
mous ferry hearing his name, and 
probably a tavern at this place to 
accommodate the numerous travelers 
who went to and from the Indian 
country. This trail must in time, as 
the country became settled, become an 
artery of commerce. Perhaps one of 
the reasons he selected this spot was 
that it was at the head of the navi- 
gable part of the Oconee river. Boats 
could, and yet do, come this far up 
the Oconte, a most important matter. 
by reason of the fact that there were 
no railroads in those days and a 
mavigable stream like the Oconee 
made it possible to carry on trade 
With the seaport towns. We can thus 
see how John Ball. might well reason 
that in time a town would grow up 
on his lands, for no place offered 
more inducements for a town th 
this. Although all these visions of 
the future, which Ball might wel! 
have looked forward to, were not real- 
ized, yet many of them were. 

Twenty-Year Residence. 

“Ball evidently lived in Washing- 
ton county approximately 20 years. 
He was there when the. doughty 
Elijah Clarke, under whom he had 
fought in the bloody revolutionary 
campaigns, whose head, turned by 
French flattery and the payment of 
$10,000 per annum, in an evil moment 
fell a victim to their wiles, and dur- 
ing this evil moment attempted to 
found a new nation, known as the 
trans-Oconee republic, on the lands 
just across the river from Ball's 
plantation. Although hundreds of his 
countrymen followed Clarke across 
and settled on the new lands, Ball 
Was evidently not one of their num- 
ber. During the contest with these 
followers of Clarke, artillery was 
rushed to the scene from Savannab 
and all crossings of the Oconee were

across the river by ‘squatters, many | 
of whom were fugitive criminals. 

“These frequent attempts on the, 
part of certain elements of the whites 
in invading the lands of the Indians 
naturally incensed the red men and 
the frontier settlers were often re- 
cipients of Indian cruelties. Espe- 
cially was the home of John Ball in 
a dangerous spot. Just across the 
river from him lay the rich hunting 
and fishing grounds claimed by the 
warlike Uchee tribe, and no tribe of 
Indians valued their hunting and 
fishing grounds as did this one, and 
well might they value these lands for 
even to this day nowhere in Georgia 
are to be found more wild turkeys and 
other -wild game, nor finer fishing 
waters. For centuries the Uchees had 
borne a bad reputation among not 
only their fellow tribesmen, but’ 
among all the whites with whom they 
came In contact, as being the most | 
warlike of all the Georgia Indians. | 
The other Indian tribes were glad | 
to claim them as allies and dreaded | 
them as enemies. So fierce was this 
tribe that it was often told of them 
that not only would they kill and} 
scalp their enemies, but would then! 
eat them: while they celebrated the | 
victories. Swanson, in his history of | 
the Creek Indians, however, discred- | 
its the idea that the Uchees were can- | 
nibals. Only three miles from Ball's | 
Ferry lay the dance ground of the| 
Uchees where they were accustomed 
to dance ‘their war danc2 and cele- 
brate their victories, 

“In addition to these dangers caused 
by a desire for revenge, there was an- 
other. There lived along the river on 
the Washington county side parties 
who would sell had liquor to ~the 
Uchees, and when inflamed by liquor 
there was often trouble. Thus in 
1789 a band of the Uchees suddenly, 
without warning, appeared at the 
home of Lieutenant Hogan, one of 
John Ball's near neighbors, and mas- 
sacred him and his family. The news 
quickly spread and the entire frontier 
was thrown into the greatest of ex- 
citement. The white settlers flew to 
arms and the Indians recrossed the 
river. When Wilkinson county was 


of Fort Wilkinson and later acts of 
the legisJature, there was a deluge of 
settlers seeking new lands. John Ball 
himself was one of these, though at 
the same time he retained his Wash- 
ington county plantations, and ap- 
parently merely moved a short dis- 
tance across the river from the ferry. 
As a mark of the esteem in which he 
was being held by his neighbors, those 
who knew him best, we find Jobn Ball 
being elected to the highest. office 
that the people of Wilkinson county 
could offer. that of state senator. He 
served in this capacity for two terms. 
At no time in history did Wilkinson 
county need more, as its senator, a 
man of sterling honesty and strength 
of character, a man who could at all 
times be depended upon to protect the 
interests of the new county, and to see 
that it receiyed a square deal at the 
hands of the legislature. Well might 
Wilkinson turn to John Ball at such 
a time. Never has Wilkinson re- 
gretted electing him, for no senator 
was more conscientious than he. 
According to Records. 
“According to the records found at 
the courthouse at Irwinton, we find 
that John Ball amassed quite a for- 
tune for that day. He owned. in ad- 
dition te his plantations in Washing¢ 
ton and Wilkinson counties, his fer- 
ry, which was considered valuable 
property in that day, besides numer- 
ous slaves, large quantities of live- 
stock and other personal property. 
His son, Anson Ball, -who later built 
Ball’s church in the western part of 
the county, was his administrator. 
John Ball died about the year 1815. 
In every generation among John 
Ball's descendants in this county 
are numbered many of the most prom- 
inent men and women that the county 
has afforded. Senator Wesley King 
married a daughter of his son, Anson 
Ball. Captain Green B. Burney who 
commanded the Wilkinson Greys in 
the Indian war of 1836, later a mem- 
ber of the legislature, 1.arried another 
daughter of Anson Ball. Well might 
John Ball’s descendants be proud of

To Georgia Division D. A. R. 


Mrs. Herbert M. Franklin, state 
regent, Georgia Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution. sends today her first 
fall message, setting forth many salient

D. A. R. Requirements for a place on. 
the “honor roll,” as decided at the last 
state conference, form a conspicuous 
part of Mrs. Franklin's message, the 
newest requirement being a “contribu- 
tion for marking the burial place of 
General James Ozlethorpe.” : 

Other state and national PD. A. R. 
matters are hriefly touched upon, in- 
cluding Constitution Hall, the D. A. R. 
magazine, of which Mrs. Julius Tal- 
madge, of Athens, is national chair- 
man, a plea for funds for recondition- 
ing the United States frigate Constitu- 
tion, “Old Ironsides,’”’ and other im- 
portant work.

Pedagogical Purpose T old 
By Miss Parrish, of Tallulah 


(Editor’s Note: The pedagogical 
purpose of the Tallulah Falis. school 
is well brought out in this article by 
Miss Celeste S. Parrish, at her death, 
supervisor of schools in Georgia, and 
one, of the great figures of southern 
education.) 


For years we have. been struggling 
for a better understanding of what 
has been called “Industrial Educa-

tion.” The usual phases of tradition- 
al thought have afflicted us and have 
yet passed entirely. The term 
has some times been a trap for the 
money of good people who do not 
understand the obligation of universal 
and complete education, but would 
like to see poor children taught how 
to work. Sometimes it has been used 
by the would-be educators who have 
allowed boys and girls to do enough 
unskilled labor to feed and clothe 
them, while they gained a very nar- 
row and strictly traditional sort of 
hook-learning. Now and then it has 
been applied to the narrow traditional 
education with a little cooking, sew- 
ing, basketry and woodwork attached

to it. much as a tail is to a kite. 
Unfortunately for the victims it has, 
‘in a few casés, been used hy men 
who have understood the ease of ob- 
j taining money by the use of the term, 
and who have exploited children for 
this purpose.

§RKST SERGT. BYDE CLARK

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When Justice Triumphed 


Thrills Mixed With Comedy In Sing 
Sing Death House—Aged Guard 
Has Had Strange Experiences 


HERE is an aged man in Os- 
sining, N. Y., who probably 
knows more about murders 
and murderers than any 

4 other living person. This is 
’ George Meserole, who for 
twenty-six years stood watch in the 

Sing Sing death house over men and 
women facing the electric chair. He 
has seen justice deal harshly with at 

least 150 slayers and take their lives. 

Then, again, he has observed over 

fifty other condemned prisoners with 
whom justice was more charitable, 
for, in some manner or other, they 
wriggled out of the death trap and 
received terms of imprisonment or 

else went frée. 


Meserole, who is 87 years old now, 
has a good memory for one of his 
years. He can tell you _ incidents 
about Carlyle Harris, Dr. Robert 
Buchanan, Albert T. Patrick, Roland 
Molineux, Charles Becker and other 
famous men he watched in the death 
house. He also remembers some ad- 
ventures with Marie Barberi, Martha 
Place and Madeline Ferola, the only 
woman who ever faced the Sing Sing 


electric chair. 
ok ok ok 4: 


Some of George Meserole’s exper- 
iences in guarding condemned pris- 
oners have been thrilling, some weird 
and others comical. Few men have 
seen what he has seen in 
career in Sing Sing. 

If you ask him if many _ persons 
have, to his knowledge, gotten away 
with murder, Meserole will tell you 
justice triumphs in most instances. 

“If the law doesn’t get them,” he 
says, ‘“‘then their consciences often 
do, for they worry their lives away.” 

Meserole had the confidence of 
many famous prisoners in Sing Sing 
death house. They admired his rough 
and ready characteristics. While he 
was Strict and would brook no non- 
sense from them, he always had a 
pleasant and obliging way about him 
that made him liked by the inmates 
behind the bars. 

There have been few murder 
cases, where there have been convic- 
tions of a defendant in New . York 
State that he cannot, when in reminis- 
“cent mood, recall. He has not lost 
interest in capital cases since Charles 
McElvaine, the first person ever sen- 
tenced to death by electricity, was 
placed under his observation in the 
old prison death house in 1891. 

McElvaine had murdered Chris- 
tian Lucca, a grocer in Brooklyn, for 
the purpose of robbery. 

As the condemned prisoner was 
cooped up in a cage in the dingy little 
death house in the prison yard, the 
Sing Sing authorities soon faved it 
would be necessary to : 
take him out of soli- 
tary confinement and 
exercise him each day 
else he might become 
ill and cheat the law. 

Death Watch. 

So Meserole was 
delegated to watch 
over him during 
the exercising 
period. From that 
time until he retir- 
ed on a pension 
from the _ prison 
service, Meserole 
was in daily 
contact. with 
murderers un- 
der sentence 
of death. 

McElvaine 
was not the 
first condemned person’ to die, how- 
ever. His lawyers managed so to de- 
lay justice in his case that several 
other offenders who reached the 
death house after him, preceded him 
into eternity. 

Meserole can describe the thrilling

details of the first electrocution in 
Sing Sing. It was widely heralded the 
world over. The electric chair had 
been substituted for the hangman’s 
noose and there was a widely express- 
ed belief that, if killed by electricity, 
murderers would be burned and slow- 
ly tortured to death, rather than 
Shocked and killed instantly. 

Meserole went through the excite- 
ment of the first executions. Four 
men were kifled in a batch on July 7, 
1891. Those executed were James 
Slocum, Harrison Joseph 
Wood and 
Shabuya Jugi- 
ro. They died 
in the order 
named for 
separate 
crimes in New 
York city. 

Some time 
elapsed after 
their execu- 
tions before 
the state was 
permitted to 
send McEl- 
vaine to his 
doom. 

“That fél- 
low was rath- 
er nervous,” 
said Meserole. 
‘‘and he used 
to get on my 
nerves by 
scratching the 
bars to file his 
fingernails 
and by swat- 
ting flies with 
his bunk 
sheet.” 

Mysterious 

Escape. 

There is 
another event 
that has al- 
ways been 
placed in the 
first rank of 
prison my S- 
teries at Sing 
Sing that Mes- 
erole has 
never forgot- 
ten. This was the escape of Thomas 
Palliser and Frank Roehl, who were 
soon to be killed in the electri¢ chair. 
They overpowered two keepers, stole 

their revolvers and uniforms, 
and escaped by smashing a hole 
through the flimsy roof of 
the death house. 
They staged the coming- 
out party during a raging 
storm, when rain was fall- 
ing in torrents and the wind 
was howling, on the night 
of April 20, 1893. They 
Squeezed under a gate in 
the wall of the prison and start- 
éd across the rolling waves of 
the Hudson in a frail dory. 

Two weeks later the 
body of one man, with a 
bullet-hole in the head, was 
found floating in the river 
three miles north of the 
prison. A few days later 
another body washed 
ashore. The skull of that 
corpse had been badly frac- 
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tured. 

Sing Sing authorities said the two 
bodies were those of the escaped mur- 
derers. Some of the employees, how- 
ever, differed with them. 


Two-Theories 


There are until this day two the- 


ories as to what became of Palliser 
and Roehl. One is that, after at- 
tempting to row across the river, they 
found the voyage so rough one wish- 
ed to turn back, but the other per- 
sisted in trying to reach Haverstraw. 
The supposition is they fought for 
possession of the oars and that one 
was shot and the other bludgeoned. 
The other tradition is that a mys-. 
terious schooner, which had: been 
seen to come and go during the night, 
took the fugitives aboard. Then, the 
Story runs, the murderers doffed their

stolen blue uniforms, put them onto 
a couple of stolen corpses and shoved 
them overboard, while the sailing ves- 
sel bore them to Europe, never to re- 
turn. 

The veteran officer can tell you, 
when he is in talkative mood, of how 
near Carlyle Harris, wealthy dental 
student, came to cheating the law. He 
had poisoned Helen Potts, a sem- 
inary student who also came of weal- 
thy parents, in New York city after 
he had secretly married her. He 
wished to cast her aside for another 
sweetheart. 

His mother made a _ spectacular 
fight for her son’s life. Vainly she 
and countless others pleaded with 
Governor Flower for clemency. When 
Harris learned all was lost, he swal- 
lowed poison. Keepers saw him keel 
over onto his bunk. When they at- 
tempted to unlock the gate of his 
cell, the keyhole was found to be 
jammed with wads of paper. 


Saved for Chair. 

So they grabbed sledgehammers 
and battered the door down. A stom- 
ach pump was applied, the poison re- 
covered and the next day saw Harris’ 
finish in the dreaded electric chair. 

Dr. Buchanan’s case drew wide at- 
tention. He is alleged to have pois- 
oned his second wife, Anna. Suther- 
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land, in order to remarry his first 
spouse. When his time was nearly 
up, Meserole was. delegated to take 
the aged mother of Buchanan into 
the death house to see him. 


The officer was admonished that 
one hour was to be the limit of her 
interview. It was the last time she 
would see the doctor alive. She beg- 
ged for more time. 

“She pleaded so,” said Meserole, 
‘I told her I would look the opposite 
direction from the clock. I let her 
overstay for several minutes and then 
led her out.” 

Marie Barberi killed Dominic Cat- 
aldo in New York. She was the first 
woman ever sentenced to death by 
electricity. 3 

‘‘She came to prison in the swelter- 
ing heat in July in 1895,” explained 
Meserole. ‘‘Warden Sage assigned 


‘her to one small stuffy room in the 


attic of the prison hospital. I took 
1 chance and let her out of there with 
‘he matron and permitted her to roam 
around the large attic. 

“She afterward got a new trial and 
sever returned to prison. She was, 
‘vithout exception, the homeliest 
woman I ever saw. When I looked 
at that face of hers | didn‘t wonder 
‘he first jury found her guilty.” 

Caesar Beats Justice. 

Meserole was on duty-in the death 
house when William Caesar, aged 32, 
died a natural death in Sing Sing. He 
was awaiting execution for the mur- 
der of Mary Martin in New York. 

An inmate doctor and two nurses 
rronounced Caesar dead. Principal 
Keeper James Connaughton, how- 
ever, was a trifle apprehensive. So 
he ordered the body removed to a 
dark cell and then assigned Keeper 
Hopper to go into the cage with it 
for the remainder of the night. 

‘Tl hired out here to watch live 
prisoners,” said Hopper Nndignantly, 
“and not to attend wakes.” 

Connaughton insisted upon this un- 
canny precaution. He explained: 

“You can’t tell, he might come 
hack.” 

Carl Fiegenbaum. who had choked 
his wife to death in New York, hada 
troubled conscience. He was given 
the cell of the dead murderer. He 
had a nightmare one night and leaped 
from his bed. 

Terrified, he shouted: ‘Help, 
quick! Caesar’s ghost is trying to 
choke me.” The condemned pris- 
oner was given a stimulant and quiet- 
ed down. 

Meserole had once employed John 
Barker, of White Plains, as a stable 
groom to look after his race horses. 
Some years after Meserole went to 
work in Sing Sing he met Barker 
again under tragic circumstances. 

From outside the blind, steel door 
of the death house there came a muf- 
fled command: “Open up. We've 
got another prisoner for you.” 


Old Friends. 

Meserole obeyed and pulled the 
heavy door backward. In stepped a 
uniformed keeper with a _ wearied- 
looking prisoner in tow. It was 
Barker. 

“Well, who’d have thought it?” 
exclaimed Barker. ‘‘If it isn’t my old 
boss, Mr. Meserole!”’ 

Martin Thorn was as brutal a mur- 
derer as Meserole ever watched over. 
In cahoots with Mrs. Nack; he mur- 
dered William Guldensuppe, whose 
body had been cut up, placed in a 
sack and thrown overboard in New 
York harbor. By tracing a button 
taken from the shirt wrapped around 
part of the body, reporters and detec- 
tives managed to identify the murder 
victim. Meserole had to watch Thorn 
Closely for twelve hours a day, until 
the executioner shunted him off.

As a result, 
there was a constant sense of un- 
easiness. 

There is the effort to attain to a 
conviction of certainty through logi- 
cal arguments for the existence of 
God. There is the argument in ef- 
fect that the highest thought of man 
must be true, that the very~ idea of 
supreme perfection is evidence of its 
reality. There is the argument that 
the being of God is the only reason- 
able explanation of the existence of 
the world. There is the argument 
that the reality of God is the only 
reasonable explanation of man. There 
is the argument from the manifest 
works of design and purpose. These 
historical arguments with some 
change of form still abide in strength. 
But the spirit of man is not satisfied. 

The Christian evidence must rest 
on the broad base of man’s entire 
personality. The realm of emotion 
and feeling constitutes the large bulk 
of human personality. The demand 
for mere ~logical and _ intellectual 
proof that will bring satisfying cer- 
tairtty can never be realized. You 
cannot prove that a landscape is beau- 
tiful to one who does not love nature, 
or that a picture is beautiful to one 
that does not love art, or that a great 


piece of music’fs beautiful to one that 
prefers jazz or ragtime. © You per- 
ceive God, you do not prove Him. 
All the great trufhs are incapable of 
cold, logical proof. They require the 
soul that is in sympathy with them. 


Our creed which we receive from 
others is useless plunder unless it is 
vitalized by a living experience. 


It is not our theory of prayer that 
is important. We must be able to 
say, “I cried unto the Lord with my 
voice, and He heard me out of His 
holy hill.” 

It'is pathetic to see a person seek- 
ing logical evidence for immortality 
in the hour of his crushing sorrow. 


The only satisfying evidence of im- 


mortality is to live the eternal life in 
this present word. Men believe in 
a heaven for the future when they 
have already found a heaven close at 
hand. We may know that Jesus 
Christ rose from the dead, because He 
talks with us today. 

Men try to understand the atone- 
ment, the significance of the death 
of Jesus as the dogmatic article of a 
creed. You can never understand it 
in that way. But go to the rescue of 
some outcast, bear the burden of the 
shame ‘of the sin of others on your 
own heart and then you will know 
something of the eternal heartache of 
God for a lost world. 

The incarnate life of Jesus Christ 
would be but a dead fact stranded on 
the shores of.time if it*were not for 
the vitalizing power of Christian ex- 
perience. 

The doctrine of the deity of Jesus 
is only truly verified in experience. If 
you are not willing to surrender to 
Jesus as your guide, you will never, 
know Him as your God. We have in- 
sisted that men must first accept the 
dogma of His divinity, forgetting that 
we must first accept His character with 
His hatred of lust and impunity even 
in thought, His hatred of hatred, re- 
venge, pride and selfishness. You 
never realize the difficulty of being 
good until you start in to try to be 


good as Jesus was. As you endeavor 
to attain goodness and lead other 
men to attain it, then in your insuf- 
ficiency you know that you must have 
help above the human and that Jesus 
must work in you and through you. 
The divinity of Jesus Christ ceases to 
be a dead dogma and becomes a 
burning, living fact. a 

The editor of Zion’s Herald writes: 
“Frequently, well-meaning men de- 
clare that the only possible God we 
can know must be a manufactured 
one, a creation of man’s own imag- 
ination. It is true, of course, that we 
have no means of absolutely proving 
that any conception of our own minds 
actually exists beyond its limits in out- 
ward reality, for our ideas are all 
built up by a process of thinking. But 
Kant, the greatest philosopher of 
modern times, declares that there was 
a “practical reason” through which 
it was possible to live and love and 
work until the scruples of the theo- 
retical reason should all be swallow- 
ed up in the joyful assurance: and 
conviction that grows immediately 
out of life. 

Here is deliverance for the unbe- 
liever, for the doubter, for the pes- 
simist.

It is also good re- 
ligion; indeed, the only kind of re- 
ligion_ that can bring an abiding and 
enduring’ faith. 

Live as though there were a God! 


No man can follow that path con- 
scientiously and fail to meet the in- 
finite and to sense in a way altogether 
inexpressible the ever-enlarging ex- 
perience of His rich love, wisdom, 
and power.” 


When Justice Triumphed _ ::

Edward Wise was within a week of 
the time set for his execution on a 
charge of having slain a New York 
city cab driver. Then Scotland Yard 
detectives cabled over from London 
to reprieve him, for-a dying criminal 
there had made a death-bed confes- 
sion taking the blame and swearing 
Wise was innocent. 

_ The governor took enough of stock 
in the ante-mortem statement, after- 
_jward forwarded to New York from 
London, to change the sentence of 
Wise to life imprisonment. Eventu- 
ally he was paroled.

Later Gov- 
ernor Whitman, moved by-a raising 
tide of public protest, changed the 
death sentence to life imprisonment.

Meserole was one of the death- 
house staff the eventful morning that 
Antonio Ponton was executed under 
the most unusual circumstances in 
the history of Sing Sing electrocu- 
tions. 

There was great confusicn in the 
prison. The defendant had killed Miss

Keeper Fred Dorner was taking Pon- 
ton out of his cell for the walk to the 
chair with the Rev. Father William E. 
Cashin, word passed along the cor- 


ridor that another prisoner 
caping. 

Joseph Hill, a burglar, had climb- 
ed up to the roof. Ponton was thrust 
back into his cell and the door slam- 
med in his face. 

The chaplain stopped _ praying. 
Ponten, half terrified, looked bewil- 
dered. Into his eyes came an expres- 
sion of hope. 

“Can it mean a reprieve?” he 
whispered. A guard heard him but 
did not answer. 

In the death chamber, shut off 
from the death house by a heavy steel 
door that was closed and bolted, Dr. 
FE. H. Mereness and other prison of- 
ficials and a score of witnesses waited 
silently and patiently. 

Down the corridor could be heard 
the muffled shouts of officers, the 
screaming of convicts and the sound 
of flying feet.. Hill had gained the 
roof and was running along the eaves 
looking for a place to drop off. The 
keepers were pursuing him. Finally 
he was overhauled and hustled down- 
Stairs to an isolation cell. 

The suspense meant nothing to 
Ponton. in the way of a respite. It 
only added to his anguish. He was 
taken out, a half hour behind sched- 
ule. and put to death. 

It. was only a few minutes. after 
Meserole went off duty that a notori- 
ous murderer escaped from the old 
prison death house, one summer night 
in 1916. . Oresta Shillitano, who had

and mortally wounded Keeper Daniel 
McCarthy and also wounded Keeper 
Ernest Bullard, although not so seri- 
ously. He locked the two guards into 
a cell, stole the dying keeper’s keys 


oe opened the door to the exercise 
ard. 

He lost little time in scaling the 
wall around the courtyard. He ran 
to the yard fence along the Hudson 
river, -scaled it and dived in. He 


swam around the wall but, planning 
upon being picked up by accomplices 
waiting in a parked automobile on 
the hill opposite the prison, he had 
shed all his clothing. 

Suddenly something happened that 
spoiled his plan. Big Ben, the pow- 
erful prison siren, roared out to the 
countryside: for miles around the 
news that a man in gray had broken 
loose from the big state prison. 

Shillitano’s friends, when he was 
within a minute’s reach of them, be- 
came terrified. The whistle had up- 
set them. They raced off and he was 
left, running over the rough ground, 
without any clothing... _. 

Everywhere he saw armed men 
scurrying through the streets. Many 
of them he knew to be prison guards 
reporting for emergency duty. See- 
ing he could not hope to escape with- 
out any clothes, he shammed insan- 
ity and ran into a nearby hospital. 
Shillitano was returned to prison 
forthwith. Four days later he died 
like a miserable coward.

ON after that I took part in 
a play as a super.

I was promised a reward of 
five kopecks. I submitted to being 
painted not only without any access 
of timidity, but with much joy, zeal- 
ously shouted “Hurrah’’ in honor of 
Vasco da Gama, and altogether én- 
joyed myself immensely: But I was 
much upset when I discovered that it 
was not very easy to- wash off the 
burnt cork! 

On my way home I rubbed snow 
on my forehead and face till I had 
used an entire snowdrift, but none the 
less showed a smutty face like a ne- 
gro when I got in. My parents re- 
quested me very seriously to explain 
what it all meant. I told them, but 
they were not satisfied, and my father 
beat me severly. 


I finished my school days when I 
was thirteen, and to my parents’ sur- 
prise I received a satisfactory testi- 
monial on leaving. To tell the truth, 
I somewhat deceived my teachers., At 
the examination before leaving the 
pupils had to write a story taken from 
their own lives.

2HE VENUS FLY TRAP. 
Did you ever hear of a plant that 
eats insects? There are several such 
lants and one of them, called by 
tanists Dionaea muscipula, or the 
Venus Fly-Trap, is pictured here. 
Though it is a mere vegetable, it: 
acts like a steel trap because it shuts 
on any unwary insect that enters it. 


Each Jeaf of this plant ends in 
two lobes that are hinged at the mid- 
rib. Each of these lobes has sharp 
spines along its margin, and its upper 
surface is covered with glands which 
secrete a purplish juice. Among these 
small glands are three bristles set 


in a fréeele, as shown in the draw- 


_s 


ing on the left of the series below. 
These bristles are very sensitive and 
act like nerves. When an _ insect 
touches one of them, the leaf closes 
suddenly, the spines along the edge 
latesioe’ as shown in the other pic< 
tures, and hold the unfortunate ins 
sect captive. 

A digestive juice is then secreted 
by the glands and absorbs all of the 
nitrogenous parts of the insect. It 
takes many days to digest one insect 
and the same leaf can digest about
